the Federation. 

It is generally believed that James O’Con- 
nell of Chicago and Thomas F. Tracy of 
Boston will be selected as fraternal dele- 
gates to the British Trades Congress next 
summer. If these selections are made, §. 
B. Donnelly of New York, President of the 
American Typographical Union, will prob- 
ably succeed Mr. O'Connell on the Execu- 
tive Board. 

This morning's session was taken up by 
a fight for recognition between two fac- 
tions of the Painters’ Union, resulting in 
neither being recognized. 

The Federation yesterday by almost a 
unanimous vote after five hours of debate 
on every phase of the question, adopted the 
following resolutions offered by Henry 
Lilovd of Boston: ; 

“Whereas, As a result of the recent war 
with Spain, a new and far-reaching policy 
known as imperialism, or expanstfon, 1s 
about to thrust upon us a large standing 
army and an autocratic navy, this conven- 
tion effers its protest, and calls upon its 
officers to use all power to defeat it.”’ 

Other work acomplished by the conven- 
tion was the adoption of a resolution to 
send an organizef into the Southern States 
during the coming year, 

A resolution vas adopted placing the 
Federation on record in favor of sending a 
representative of the Government to the 
Peace Congress of Nations, proposed by the 
Czar of Russia. 

When a measure was brought before the 
convention asking Congress to grant an 
annual leave of absence of 30 days to the 
employes of the navy yards, President 
Gompers spoke against it. He declared that 
he was in favor of these employes, as well 
as all other employes, receiving a leave of 
absence from their work, but he feared 
the demand at this time would only serve 
to burden the eight-hour bill, now pending 
before Congress. The resolution was re- 
ferred. 

A resolution condemning the Allen law 
of Illinois and complimenting the people 
of Chicago on their fight against the street 
railway companies was adopted. 

Before adjourning, President Gompers 
read a telegram from Atlanta, Ga., stating 
that the trade unionists there had refused 
to take part in a peace jullee parade from 
which negro trade unionists had been ex- 
cluded, and concluding with these wordeé; 
‘**The color line is not drawn in labor unions 
in the South.”’ 


WELCOME TO BRYAN, 


Cordially Received by Members of the 
House of Representatives. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—William J. 
Bryan came to the House of Representa- 
tives about 1 o'clock to-day and was given 
a most cordial reception by his former 
colleagues in Congress. Parlier in the day, 
Representative Bailey of Texas, the Demo- 
eratic floor leader, breakfasted with Mr. 
Bryan at the latter’s room and it is under- 
stood discussed in a general way questions 
of public and party policy. When Mr, Bryan 
reached the House he was escorted to the 
Democratic: cloak room, where he was sur- 
rounded by members and made the recip- 
ient of many attentions. For some time he 
talked socially and politically with that 
unreserve which marks cloak room dis- 
cussion, 


NO RECIPROCITY IN SIGHT. 


Amcrican-Canadian Joint Commission

EXECUTION OF ILLINOIS MUR- 
DERERS ORDERED AT URBANA, 
CHARLESTON AND DANVILLE. 


Richard Collier, Who Killed Charles 
Freebryant Last September, Hang- 
ed in Champaign County. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, Dec. 16. — Richard 
Collier of Danville was hanged in the 
county jail at Urbana, Champaign Coun- 
ty, to-day for the murder of Charles Free- 
bryant, at Sidney, in September last. The 
execution was witnessed by about 100 
persons, Collier’s neck was broken by tle 
fall. John Collier, a brother of Richard, 
is serving a sentence in the penitentiary 
for complicity in the murder, which was 
brutal and unprovoked, 

Two other executions were ordered in 
this State to-day. 

Carter Martin will suffer the death pen- 
alty at C'sarleston, Coles County, for kill- 
ing Farmer Buser, and James_ Johnson, 
colored, will die at Danville, and Charles- 
ton is hardly forty miles from either city. 
Collier’s was the first hanging in Chgm- 
paign County. 

Richard Collier and his brother, John Col- 
lier, were jointly charged. with the murder 
of Charles Freebryant. Freebryant was 
found dead with four bullet wounds in his 
body and nothing on ‘his person to indicate 
who he was or how he was killed. 
Farmers in the neighborhood remembered 
having seen Freebryant and two other 
men together for several days, their atten- 
tion being particularly attracted because 
of the decrepitude of the horse and the 
oddity of the wagon the three men had 
with them. 

Several days after the murder John and 
Richard Collier drove up to the court- 
house at Urbana with the odd-looking 
team and wagon. Sheriff Cannon and 
Deputy Sheriff Raughton recognized the 
time on it was only a question of gath- 
outfit and arrested both men. From that 
ering evidence, as both men blamed each 
other for the crime. 

The actual murder was fixed upon Rich- 
ard, while John was sentenced to 20 years 
in the penitentiary as accessory. Both 
Collier beys have had reputations as chick- 
en thieves and have served terms in Jollet 
penitentiary.

GET’S CHURCH PASSED sUD- 
DENLY AWAY. 


FORTY YEARS IN ST. LOUIS. 


———__ 


Arrangements for the Funeral Next 
Tuesday—Stories Told of His En- 
ergy and Devotion. 


A character of more than ordinary interest» 
is removed from the sphere of local relig- 
jous activity in the death of Mer. William 
Walsh the venerable pastor of St. Bridget’s 
Church, 

Hie was afflicted with a complication of 
troubles, chief of which concerned his heart, 
and the end came suddenly at 4:45 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon. 

At his bedside in the parochial residence, 
where Ne dieu, Were his HSSistauls, cacwers 
Thomas Waish. Urrei, and muivihill and 
Dr. Temm, an attending physician, 

For thirty-four years Mer. Waish minis- 
tered to the spiritual weliare of St. bridg- 
ets pamsh. Among all the walks of lfe he 
counted a legion of staunch friends. And 
wren occasionaily his (Christian severity 
yt ten d dispieasure he would say: *“‘Well, 

have done my best, and there ends my 
guty to God,” 

lather Walsh was born in Abingdon, Lim- 
erick County, lreiand, Uctober 6 18%. He 
asp.ayed remarkabie piety in boyhood, and 
his parents encouraged hiin to adopt a min- 
isterial Career. 

He studied under eminent clerical] tutors 
at Caher Conlish. There he became an ef- 
liclent leacher and in 1852 sailed tor Amer- 
ica. He settied in Chicago, which was a 
mere village at the time. There he found 
employment at a parochial school. Among 
his pupiis was a John Ireland. MThouga 
Ssometines unruly John was bright in his 
Jessons.

Soon after his arrival, Father Walsh re- 
ceived word that a riot was imminent at 
California, Mo. Without a moment's delay 
the sturdy young priest mounted this horse 


and galloped ewiftly to the scene. It was |: 


a long jaurney and when he drew up his 
reins the shadows of night were falling. 
terrific battle was on near the railroad 


general confusion Father Walsh 
could not distinguish the men. He went 
in the midst of the rain of stones and clubs, 
not the least daunted. Then he drew a 
crucifix from his pocket, and waved it 
before the flickering rays of the lantern, 

Instantly tie combatants, probably 4 in 
number, recognized the priest. He begged 
them to desist. They complied with his re- 
quest. 

In 1862 Father Walsh was returned to St. 
Louis and made pastor of St. Bridget’s 

succeeding Father Lillis. It was 

Catholic church within a rad_us 
of two miles, situated in a verit- 
able wilderness, outskirts of the 
city. There Father Waish lad the founda- 
tion of what is now the second largest 
f’atholic congregation in St. Louis. 

When Father Walsh assumed the pastor- 
ate it was encumbered with a debt of $23,\00, 
This he paid .n full within a comparatively 
ghort period. The parish grew steadily, and 
ere long a schoolhouse was reared, It was 
built at a cost of nearly $50,000, Several 
years ago another school was erected for 
the bovs. These two structures, in addition 
to a spac ous parochial residence, stand as 
monuments to Father Watlsh’s energy and 
devotion to duty. The attendance at St. 
Bridget’'s schools to-day is 8&0”.

Father Walsh was steadfastly opposed to 
certain clubrooms in his parish, and waged 
unrelenting war on them. He won. One 
of these orgunizations was the Woodbine 
Club, at Twenty-third and Carr streets. .« 
majority of the members were, as the vet- 
eran priest said, ‘‘nominal Catholics,” he 
bitterly arraigned them from the purpit 
Sunday after Sunday. i 

“These bacchanalian revels must stop, 
he said. 

The Woodbines were indignant. They de- 

termined to hold out. But the sentiment 
Father Walsh aroused compelled them to 
disband. No eimilar association has ob- 
tained a foothold in St. Bridget’s parish 
since. : 

A year ago Archbishop Kain wrote an 
open letter in approval of the Salvation 
army. The following Sunday Father W alsh, 
in a diplomatically .worded sermon, took 
the metropolitan to task for his action, 

‘“Tambourines and trombones don't make 
relizion.” he said, “‘despite opinions to the 
contrary.” 

He was always fearless in his remarks 
and his remarks were not unfrequently 
personal. He was a stickler on the Church 
marriage laws. 

Mer. Waish was especially fond of child- 
ren. He gave them tuition at the school 
‘free. A ragged urchin once ran up to 
Father Walsh in the corridor and told him 
he couldn't go to school any jonger. 

“Why not, my child?’ asked the priest. 

“Papa's out of work and mamma's got 
no money.”

His Aunt and Foster Mother Tells How 
He Picked Up Coal in an Alley to 
Keep Her From Freezing.

Kind-hearted persons, aroused by the 
startling comparison of the widely differ- 
ent working of the law in the cases of 
Catherine Campbell, the actress who stole 
from a hotel, and Richard Singleton, the 
poor boy who stole two bushels of coal 
from the Missourl-Edison Electric Light 
and Power Co., have come forward to as- 
sist the Singleton boy by paying his fine 
and giving him employment, 

The two cases were paralleled by ihe 
Post-Dispatch Thursday. The story of the 
crime of Catherine Campbell—rich, beau- 
tiful and courted, who stole linen and 
tableware from the St. Nicholas Hotel, 
and who was allowed to go free by the 
police on the ground that the persons 
preferring the charge would not prosecute— 
was printed alongside the story of the 
small theft by friendless Richard Single- 
ton, the boy who was charged with steal- 
ing 20 cents’ worth of coal, and who, upon 
being arraigned before Judge Clark, was 
fined $25, and in default of payment was 
sentenced to six years in the House 0! 
Refuge. 

The striking contrast between the opera- 
tion of the law as applied to the thief 
who had influence and the thief who had 
none. caused a flood of sympathy from all 
classes and conditions of people. 

The following letter came in the first 
mail Friday: 

To Pay Richard fingleton’s Fine. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In regard to Richard Singleton, sentenced 
to six vears in the Reform School for en- 
deavoring to save his mother and sister 
from freezing, I understand he will be sent 
to-morrow unless some one intercedes for 
him. Who urges or even desires the pros- 
ecution of this child? Where is the justice 
in this case? Had I sufficient funds to 
spare I would willingly sacrifice all Christ- 
mas gifts to save this boy from what Is 
worse than death. Think of his poor moth- 
er; perhaps he is her sole support. Don't 
you think that in sending him to the House 
of Refuge they are wrecking a young life, 
dragging him down to the bitterest degra- 
dation, al] for a bushel of coal? 

I do not approve of theft any more than 
any one else, but I think it a crime to pun- 
ish this child with such sternness for such 
an offense. 

I wish to appeal to the mothers and sons 
of St. Louis through your paper, asking 
them to contribute towards the fine of this 
child, and inethe meantime I will endeavor 
to see Judge Clark.
